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G8 calls for urgent 
Syria peace talks 
despite Russia split 


ENNISKILLEN (AFP) - GS 
leaders called Tuesday for a 
peace conference on Syria to 
be held as soon as possible but 
deep divisions remaned as 
Russia stood by its embattled 
Middle East ally. 

At the end of two days of 
tough talks in Northern Ire¬ 
land, the leaders agreed to 
push for a transitional govern¬ 
ment in Syria that could in¬ 
clude members of President 
Bashar al-Assad's regime who 
switched sides. 

Tire Syria crisis overshad¬ 
owed a deaf by the world's 
leading industrialised nations 
gathered on the picturesque 


banks of Lough Erne to crack 
down on tax evasion and share 
more cross-border financial in¬ 
formation 

B r lti sh Prim e M mi st er 
David Cameron insisted the 
leaders had forged a strong 
agreement, on Syria despite a 
split with Russian President 
Vladimir Putin, but their dos¬ 
ing statement was short on 
concrete steps. 

Cameron, the summit host, 
said Assad could not join a 
transitional administration after 
the deaths of 93, ODD people and

US to hold talks with Taliban 
within days: officials 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
United States envoys will 
m e et with Tal lb an rep resent a- 
tives within days, senior offi¬ 
cials said Tuesday after the 
Afghan militants opened an 
office in Qatar to oversee 
peace negotiations 

US-led NATO forces are 
still fighting Taliban guerril¬ 
las on the Afghan battlefield, 
but the unveiling d£ the Is¬ 
lamist group's Doha mission 
is the mast concrete symbol 
yet of behind the scenes 
moves to end the conflict. 

"I think the US will have 
its first formal meeting with 
the Taliban, and the first 
meeting with the Taliban for 
several years, in a couple of 
days in Doha,” a US official 
told reporters, speaking on 
condition of anonymity. 

"I would expect that to be 
fallowed up witinn days by a 
meeting between the Taliban 
and the High Peace Council, 
which is the structure that 
President Karzai has set up 
for talks of this nature," the 
senior source said. 

Tne Taliban opened their 
office to hold talks with 
Afghan leader Hamid 
Karzai's government on end¬ 


ing the w T ar that began when 
the Islamists were ousted 
from power in 2001 after the 
September 11 terror attacks. 

In its announcement, the 
Taliban said it would oppose 
any attempts to launch at¬ 
tacks on other countries from 
Afghan sail, a nod to US 
fears that areas under the 
group's control could again 
play hast ta Al-Qaeda camps 
US officials said they had 
long called far such a state¬ 
ment and said that the Tal¬ 
iban's declaration paved the 
way for opening talks in 
Doha, even as American 
troops continue to fight the 
Islamist insurgents 

But administration offi¬ 
cials warned that the negoti¬ 
ations would be difficult, 
slow and "messy" with no 
guarantee of success, citing 
the low level of trust between 
Afghan government and in¬ 
surgent leaders 

The United States wants 
the Taliban to completely re¬ 
nounce its ties with the inter¬ 
national militant group 
Al-Qaeda but viewed the 
statement issued Tuesday as 
a practical first move, offi¬ 
cials said

According to the govern¬ 
ment tins particul ar building 
is more than 100 years old, 
eventhough it does not ap¬ 
pear to be that old. In the 


course of tune it had many 
functions. It was the first City 
Hail building, one of four in 
the history of the island. 

The department of Monu¬ 
mental Restoration together 
with Fonda Desaroyo Aruba 
(Development Fund Aruba) 
led the bidding of this project 
, which eventually was won 
by local company Van Den 
Brack. The project has a 
budget of Afls. 1.05D,ODD and 
is programmed to be com¬ 
pleted within 240 working 
days. 

In its new cloak and face 
lift, this building will be used 
for the promotion of authen¬ 
tic Aruban arts and crafts. 
Tins is where local craftsmen 
will be certified and can pro¬ 
duce and sell their creations 

Once restored, this monu¬ 
ment will form part of the 
inner city concept planned far 
the entire area. It will unite 
the Plaza with other historic 
buildings that are of impor¬ 
tance to Aruba. 

The site will house the 
City Hall building. Parlia¬ 
ment, Office of the Govern¬ 
ment, Fort Zoutman, and City 
Building, Algemene 

Rekenkamer and the Arche 0 - 
logical Museum which to¬ 
gether with the City Hall 
center at the back will com¬ 
plete the Plaza Padu

Prime Minister Eman shares the adventure 
zero-G with Dr. Edward Cheung 




Over the four days from 
Tuesday, June 4 through Fri¬ 
day, June 7, Aruba's native 
son, Dr Edward Cheung, an 
expert and PhD in Robotics 
Engineering, was engaged in 
exhaustive testing of equip¬ 
ment for NASA's Satellite 
Servicing Capability Office, 
(SSCO,) which he heads It 
required Dr Cheung and his 
team,, consisting of NASA 
scientists, Syrus Jeanes and 
Matt Sammons, make four 
Zero-G flights, which were 


done out of Johnson Space 
Center in Houston, Texas. 

The SSCO, based out of 
Goddard Space Center m 
Maryland, was formed after 
the final mission to the Hub¬ 
ble Space Telescope, a proj¬ 
ect m which Dr. Cheung 
played a crucial role as chief 
engineer for nearly two 
decades Their new directive 
has been developing the 
means to extend the life of 
satellites in space By devel¬ 
oping the means to deploy ro¬ 


botic repairs anti refu¬ 
eling, SSCO can pro¬ 
vide the technology to 
more than double the 
life and usefulness of 
cammuni ca.ti ons and 
weather satellites, 
thus saving tens of 
millions of dollars 
spent regularly to re¬ 
place them. 

Prime Minister 

Eman publicly con¬ 
gratulated Dr. Cheung 
for a successful mis¬ 
sion via a SKYPE 
conference at the In¬ 
novation Center 
named for the island 
scientist, yesterday 
morning. He was par¬ 
ticularly grateful to 
Dr Cheung for bring¬ 
ing Aruba before Ins fellow 
scientists and the world by 
setting out a large island flag 
during the weightless portion 
of one of the flights Each 
flight consisted of 33 
"parabolas," lasting one 
minute each 

A parabola takes place 
when the special Zero-G 
plane has attained an altitude 
□f 34,000 feet, at which point 
it will dive for 10,000 feet 
During that dive, zero-g, ab¬ 
solute weightlessness, was 
achieved during the final 30 
seconds of the dive. Once the 
plane reached 34,000 feet, it 
pulled out oftlie dive, and the 
gravitation force suddenly 
switched to the extreme of 3 
g, which will literally pinned 
all those on board to the floor 
of the plane That is 3 3 times, 
during EACH flight, in which 
Dr Cheung and his col¬ 
leagues were bounced around 
like human ping-pong balls 
Dr Cheung and his team 
were administered concen¬ 
trated shots of Scopolamine 


to control nausea and vomit¬ 
ing during the flight, a com¬ 
mon side-effect of the 
continual changes in G-force. 
Despite what doesn't sound 
like much fun. Dr. Cheung 
reports it was one of the most 
amazing experiences of his 
life, and he is always proud 
during this, and the numer¬ 
ous other high-profile mis¬ 
sions m which he has 
participated, to draw atten¬ 
tion tD his roots and his home

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Google said Tuesday it asked a 
special US court handling na¬ 
tional security investigations 
for permission to publish the 
number of government requests 
for data to the Internet giant. 

Hie court filing m Washing¬ 
ton came amid a firestorm of 
protests over revelations that 
die National Security Agency 
had accessed vast amounts of 
data in a surveillance program 
under the supervision of the 
special court, which operates in 
secret. 

Google said it. already pub¬ 
lishes in its "transparency re¬ 
port" data on requests from law 
enforcement and so-called Na¬ 
tional Security Letters from the 
FBI 

"However, greater trans¬ 
parency is needed, so today we 
have petitioned die Foreign In¬ 
telligence Surveillance Court to 
allow us to publish aggregate 
numbers of national security re¬ 
quests, including FISA disclo¬ 
sures, separately,” a Google 
spokesperson said 

"Lumping national security 
requests together with criminal 
requests - as some companies 
have been permitted to do - 
would be a backward step for 
our users. 11 

FISA refers to tire Foreign

Google said it was seeking a 
court ruling to allow it to pub¬

TUrkey PM claims victory after protest 
crackdown 


ANKARA (AFP) - Turkish 
Prime Minister Re cep Tayyip 
Erdogan on Tuesday claimed 
victory over anti-government 
protesters after a heavy crack¬ 
down, as police raided homes 
and arrested dozens of demon¬ 
strators in a bid to stamp out 
nearly three weeks of unrest 

After a weekend of clashes 
sparked by die eviction of pro¬ 
testers from Istanbul's Gezi Park 
die focal point of die protests, 
demonstrators have struggled to 
regroup and police have since 
fought only sporadic battles with 
smaller groups of demonstrators 
across die country. 

Overnight, not police in die 
capital Ankara briefly fired tear 
gas and water cannon at pro¬ 
testers who hurled back stones 
and hid belnnd makeshift barri¬ 
cades, but there were nD other 
rep oils o f confi o ntati oris

In Istanbul, dozens of 
demonstrators switched to 
silent protests, standing still in 
quiet defiance m the main Tak- 
sim Square located next to Gezi 
Park. 

As the protests appeared tD 
lose their intensity, Erdogan 
said he had overcome the crisis, 
seen as the biggest challenge 


yet to his Islamist-rooted gov¬ 
ernment's decade-long rule. 

“Our democracy has been 
tested again and came out vic¬ 
toriously," the premier told 
members of his ruling Justice 
and Development party (AKP) 
to roaring applause. 

"The people and the AKP 
government have foiled the 


plot.. hatched by traitors and 
their foreign accomplices." 

Confident he has weathered 
the storm, he warned against 
any resurgence of the protests 
Erdogan has been widely 
criticised far Ins handling of die 
turmoil, with the United States 
and other Western alk es 
strongly condemning the use of 
excessive police force against 
protesters. 

UN leader Ban Ki-moon on 
Tuesday called for show "max¬ 
imum restraint" m the govern¬ 
ment's showdown with 
opposition demonstrators 
But Erdogan said the police 
had "successfully passed the 
test of democracy" with their 
response to the unrest and 
vowed to increase their powers. 

His comments came as po¬ 
lice carried out raids at homes 
across the country, detaining 
over 100 demonstrators.

Tire birth of the one mil¬ 
lionth HIV-free baby was 
hailed as pait of celebrations to 
mark the 10th anniversary of 
die US President's Emergency 
Plan for AIDS Relief, known 
by its acronym PEPFAR. 

Namibian Health Minister 
Richard Nehabr Kamwi sad 
his government would always 
b e" eternally grateful" for PER- 
FAPJs assistance, winch has 
helped turn the tide against the 
disease m Ins country. 

Hie program "represents a 
decade of hope and renewed 
health for victims of 
HIV/AIDS, who without PEP¬ 
FAR would have succumbed to 
the deadly pandemic," he said.

Absent a medical break¬ 
through leading to a cure, ex¬ 
perts are working towards a 
so-called "tipping point" when 
fewer people contract HIV 
every year than the number of 
those going onto treatments.

Measles epidemic sweeps 
northern Syria: MSF 


BEIRUT (AFP) - An epidemic 
of measles is sweeping through 
parts of northern Syria, with at 
least 7,000 people affected be¬ 
cause the ongoing civil war has 
disrupted vaccination pro¬ 
grammes, Doctors Without 
Borders said on Tuesday. 

"The mam factor leading to 
the worsening of the situation 
and to outbreaks has been the 
disruption of routine immuni¬ 
sation activities," M.3F sad 

Consequently, vaccination 
coverage for measles has 
dropped from around 30 per¬ 
cent to almost zero among 
young children, it added. 

Only 13 cases were re¬ 
ported throughout the country 
in 2010 and 2b in 2011, ac¬ 
cording to World Health Or¬ 
ganisation data. 

Now at least 7,000 people 
have been infected, with the 


disease spreading more qm :kly 
m part because of the large 
number of' Syrians displaced 
by the conflict and living m 
dose quarters. 

In a bid to stem the epi¬ 
demic, MSF has been conduct¬ 
ing an immunisation 
programme in parts of northern 
Syria that are largely rebel- 
controlled 

Th e group sai d it had vac ci - 
nated more than 75,000 chil¬ 
dren in the provinces Df 
Aleppo, Raqa and Idlib. 

But the war has made the 
process difficult. 

The group also warned that 
while the mortality rate associ¬ 
ated with the current measles 
outbreak was low, infection 
would render children more 
vulnerable to other diseases at 
a tune when h asic healthcare is 
increasingly unavailable. 



Children falling victim to EU 
economic crisis 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Children 
in the European Union are in¬ 
creasingly felling victim to file 
economic crisis, the EU's rights 
agency warned Tuesday, citing 
the case of Greece where 
school-children were suffering 
from hunger. 

Against a backdrop of rising 
unemployment and increased 
deprivation, "child poverty in 
the EU is an issue of growing 
concern," said the EU Agency 
for Fundamental Rights in its 
2012 annual rep a it. 

Some 27 percent- of children 
are at nsk of poverty or social 
exclusion, a higher percentage 
than the rest of tire population, 
as austerity budget cuts hit ed¬ 
ucation, healthcare and the so¬ 
cial services key to the welfare 
of the young, file rep ort said 


The economic arsis has af¬ 
fected dul dren in a numb er of EU 
member states, among them strug¬ 
gling Spam and haded-out. Greece 
and Portugal, the report said. 

In Portugal, a June govern¬ 
ment decree significantly re¬ 
duced benefits for families with 
children, while the Italian Soa- 
ety of Paediatn cs wame d o f the 
potential impact of budget cuts 
on healthcare as authorities said 
two million children were liv¬ 
ing in families in poverty. 

Hie Greek Ombudsman said 
there was an increase in child 
beggars or children working as 
street vendors, while Unicef 
Greece highlighted increasing 
malnutrition, saying there 
were more and more incidents 
of students fainting from 
hunger at scho ol.

The Federal Reserve's policy 
panel Tuesday kicked off a 
two-day meeting that will cul¬ 
minate in a Wednesday policy 
statement and news conference 
with Federal Reserve Chair¬ 
man Ben Bemanke 
Investors in recent weeks 
have speculated the Fed would 
soon taper its $S5 billion-a- 
inontli bond-buying program. 

But the market is now bet¬ 
ting die Fed will pull back only 
m "the distant horizon," said 
Art Hogan of hazard Capital 
Markets 

Eernanke's message will be 
that "things are getting better, 
but not enough so that we're 
going to stall tapering M 
Hogan predicted Bemanke 
would avoid laying out a time 
frame for scaling back the pur¬ 
chases.

Standard Chartered was 
fined $667 million by federal 
and New York state authorities 
last year for permitting hun¬ 
dreds of billions of dollars to 


be laundered through its US 
branch by clients from Iran, 
Myanmar, Libya and Sudan, in 
violation of US sanctions dh 
the countries 

Hie transfers took place 
mainly between 2001 and 
2007.' 

In 2004 the New York De- 
p artment o f Finan ctal S eivi ce s 
required the London-based 
bank to contract an independ¬ 
ent adviser to help it comply 
with money-laundering 

statutes. 

But even after Deloitte Fi¬ 
nancial Advisory Services took 
that rale, the laundering con¬ 
tinued.

The second miracle report¬ 
edly took place an the very day 
that John Paul II was beatified 
in a lavish ceremony in St 
Peter's Square on May 1, 2011, 
but the ANSA report did not de¬ 
scribe it. 

The Vatican's Congregation 
for the Causes of Saints is in 
charge of examining die 
"dossiers" of candidates for 
sainthoods. 

For healings to be officially 
certified as miracles, they must 
be instantaneous, permanent 
and with no scientific explana¬ 
tion. 

The late pontiff could be for¬ 
mally canonised in October at 
the close of die "year of faith" 
launched by Ins successor 
Benedict XVI, according to 
previous media reports.

Widow, daughter of late 
Cuban dissident seek US 
asylum 



MIAMI (AFP) - Hie widow 
and daughter of Late Cuban dis¬ 
sident Oswaldo Pay a. who are 
visiting relatives m Miami, 
said on Tuesday that they plan 
to seek asylum in the United 
States 

"We are political refugees, 
because we are politically per¬ 
secuted m Cuba," said O fell a 
Acevedo, whose deceased hus¬ 
band founded the Christian 
Liberation Movement dissi¬ 
dent group "We did not come 
here seeking political asylum, 
but we are, quite simply, 
refugees who have found our¬ 
selves m this country, 1 " she told 
a press conference at a Miami 
church. 

Acevedo arrived in Miami 
on June 6, accompanied by 
three children, her mother and 
a sister, on a visit. She said it 
wvis to see fir ends and relatives 
who have settled in this Florida 
metropolis, considered the cap¬ 
ital of the communist island's 
exile community and home to 
some 90,000 Cuban Ameri¬ 
cans. 

Her late husband Pay a and 
another Cuban dissident, 
Harold Cepero, were killed 
July 22, 2012, in southeastern 
Cuba when their rental car 
went off a country road and 


crashed into a tree. 

Hie vehicle's driver; Span- 
l sh conservatrv e yo uth 1 e ader 
Angel Carromero, and another 
passenger, Swedish activist 
Jens Aron Mo dig, survived 
die crash. 

A government investiga¬ 
tion concluded that Canromero 
had been driving too fast, hit 
an unpaved section of road 
and lost control of the vehicle 

Pay a's family, however, 
said they suspected foul play, 
and all eged Hi at the vein cl e h ad 
been struck from behind -- an 
account of events later sup¬ 
ported by Carromero. 

Pay a was one a f the Cuban 
government's most prominent 
critics, and Ins death caused an 
international storm and fervent 
calls for an internal onal inves¬ 
tigation 

His widow suggested that 
the controversy and suspicion 
surrounding his deadi was a 
major factor m her decision to 
ab andon her ham el and 

"You all know what has hap¬ 
pened to my family m Cuba, 
what happened to my husband 
-- the reasons I have to leave 
Cuba are quite clear,' she said. 

Paya's daughter Rosa Maria, 
wiiD ha also decided to seek 
asylum in the United States, 
railed against alleged "repres¬ 
sion" that her family has been 
subjected to since her father's 
death, including "threats and 
surveillance' by authorities. 

They said, however, that 
they hope someday to be able to 
return to Cuba if there is a 
chan ge o f govemment, and will 
continue to work from outside 
for improved human rights 
there.

It posted video footage of 
the incident, m which Bieber 
is seen getting into the car 
with a male friend amid a 
crush of photographers, 
revving its engine, then driv¬ 
ing off. apparently striking a 
paparazzo in the knee. 

Hie LA Police Department 
(LAPD) initially said it was 
looking into the incident. 

But LAPD spokesman 
Bruce Eonharih later said that 
a preliminary investigation 
had determined that the pho¬ 
tographer "jumped in the 
street in front of the car. 

"It was not a hit and run.. 
It was the pedestrian's fault," 
he said.

ASCOT (AFP) - Ireland 
dominated the opening day of 
the Royal Ascot meeting on 
Tuesday carrying all before 
them m the first four races in¬ 
cluding the feature race the St 
James's Palace Stakes. 

In doing so they denied 
challengers from the United 
States, Australia and South 
Africa as well as the massed 
ranks of the home country in 
the most prestigious racing 
festival in Europe. 

Aldan O'Brien was to the 
fare courtesy of a big-race 
double. But the honours be¬ 
longed principally to Jim Bul¬ 
ger, whose brave decision to 
start Derby disappointment 
Dawn Approach in the St 
James's Palace Stakes saw the 
colt win an epic renewal. 

Dawn Approach finished 
last at Epsom just. 17 days ear¬ 
lier, having raced like a rodeo 
bull But Boiger felt sure his 
horse had recovered and was 
fully vindicated None of 
Dawn Appro ach's comp stitive 
fire had been quelled as he 
fought tooth and nail to fend 
off Toronada by a short head. 

Although Toranado was 
among the sufferers in a melee 
halfway down the home 
straight, he had every chance 
at the finish But Dawn Ap¬ 
proach, owned in partnership 
between Boiger and the ruler 


of Dub a: Sheikh Mohammed 
bin Rashid ai Maktoum. re¬ 
fused to yield The placings 
remained unaltered after a 
stewards' inquiry 

So wildly did Dawn Ap¬ 
proach behave at Epsom that 


he returned with a badly cut 
mouth In consequence he was 
ridden at morning exercise in 
a bitless bn die 
Victory entitles Dawn Ap¬ 
proach to be hail ed as the best 
three-year-old miler in Europe 
after he opened his campaign 
by winnin g th e 2,0 0 0 Giune as 
at Newmarket. And that race 
is now on War Command's 
agenda after the two-year-old 


ran dean away with the 
Coventry Stakes. 

War Command was the 
least fancied of D'Bnen's three 
runners m the race. He 
loomed up under Seamus Hef- 
feman before sprinting clear 
of Barb old, with the winners 
stable-mate, Sir John 
Hawkins, back in third place.
